New York, Dec. 17.—An offer to set­ 
tle for $600,000 has b een made b y the 
National 
Sugar 
Refining 
company, 
whose b ooks are b eing raked b y gov­ 
ernment lawyers to find how' much the 
treasury has b een defrauded of in years 
of sugar underw’eighing. 
A customs 
official familiar with the work of the 
prosecution said the offer had b een 
made to Henry L. Stimson and W. T. 
Denison, 
the 
government’s 
special 
counsel, and that Mr. Stimson and Mr. 
Denison are holding b ack with the 
idea that a complete examination of 
the b ooks may show’ that $700,000 or 
more may b e ob tained. 
The government is carrying on one 
investigation of the National’s b ooks 
and the National has experts at work 
on a separate set of estimates. In the 
ten years during 
which the under­ 
weighing was going on the National 
imported 
4,000 
cargoes, 
averaging 
ab out 400 a year. It was learned that 
the government experts have dug into 
the b ooks deeply enough to satisfy 
themselves that the company owes up­ 
ward of $700,000, b ut President James 
H. Post of the company denies that the 
amount is so large. 
His experts have 
covered importations for two years of 
the ten and have made out, so Mr. 
Post said, an apparent deb t to the 
government of from $200,000 to $300,- 
000. 
He said, though, that the com­ 
pany has not completed its estimates. 
Mr. Post could not b elieve that any­ 
b ody connected with his company had 
b een guilty of delib erate fraud. 
He 
thought that the advantage in weigh­ 
ing that the National has enjoyed for 
ten 
years 
came 
ab out 
naturally— 
through the friendship of government 
weighers with dock employes of the 
National and through the fact that the 
weighers always gave the sugar com­ 
panies the advantage of a rising b eam. 
Tn the course of ten years the slight 
difference in weight b etween what a 
rising b eam would show and what a 
falling b eam would give might easily 
amount, he thought, to $300,000, per­ 
haps one-fourth of 1 per cent of the 
duty. 
“The fact is.” said Mr. Post, “that 
the govt rnment weighers alw’avs gave 
the sugar trust the advantage of a 
rising b eam, which meant a few pounds 
here and there, and naturally they 
got in the hab it of treating other su­ 
gar concerns in the same w7ay. Then, 
too, the government weighers are usu­ 
ally pretty friendly with the sugar em­ 
ployes on the dock and are anxious to 
let them make a good showing with 
their b osses. It is very easy b y these 
two reasons to account for the com­ 
paratively trivial amount. 
We have 
b een open and ab ove b oard in all our 
transactions.” 
Mr. Post added that when he said 
the amount the National owed the 
government was approximately what 
had b een forced from Arb uckle Bros., 
he did not mean to say the National 
owed 
$700,0*^0. 
In 
such 
enormous 
transactions $200,000 or $300,000 is 
not so important as it w’ould he in 
lesser b usinesses. 
He was presenting 
merely, he said, the company’s incom­ 
pleted estimates. 
He did not know 
w’hat figures Mr. Stimson might have 
The customs official who said the 
National had made an offer of $600.000 
to b e released from prosecution said 
that he had gone over the matter pret­ 
ty thoroughly and b elieved that $700. 
000 was ab out the correct figure.

The Christmas seaso n always sug­ 
gests giv ing. It was o n the first Christ­ 
mas day that Christ, “the unspeakable 
gift” o f Go d to man, was bo rn into the 
wo rld. 
Christmas therefo re speaks o f 
Go d's gift to man, and the custo m o f 
giv ing gifts to lo v ed o nes and friends 
at this seaso n o f the year has beco me 
almo st a wo rldwide custo m. 
In no 
better way perhaps co uld we celebrate 
the birthd ;> o f Jesus Christ, the gift 
o f Go d to the wo rld, than by the giv ­ 
ing o f gifts. 
The exatuple o f o ur Go d 
Is wo rthy o f o ur imitatio n, and it is 
a beautiful sight at the Christmastide 


to see the syilrit o f giv ing that po s 
sesses all. 
The human heart is o pen­ 
ed 
and 
liberality 
and 
genero sity 
abo und, and many who at o ther times 
are lacking in these things learn the 
jo y and blessedness o f giv ing as well 
as o f receiv ing. 
Taking a co mprehensiv e v iew o f 
Christmas giv ing, it may be summed 
lip under three div isio ns—(1) o ur gifts 
to Go d, (2) o ur gifts to Christ. (3) o ur 
gifts to o ne ano ther. 
1. Our gifts to Go d. 
Giv ing to Go d 
is o f supreme impo rtance 
But what 
shall we giv e? That which He desires. 
Ho w o ften we try to disco v er what 
o ur friends o r lo v ed o nes want befo re 
we purchase Christmas gifts fo r them 
We sho uld also giv e to Go d what He 
wants. 
And in the Bible He tells us 
His desire co ncerning us when lie | 
says, “So n. daughter, giv e me thine | 
heart.” 
Our hearts as a gift is His 
supreme want, fo r ev erything else go es 
with the giv ing o f the heart. 
He who I 
giv es all the lo v e o f the heart surren- ! 
do rs all else with it. 
Therefo re let us 
“lo v e the Lo rd o ur Go d with all o ur 
heart." As nev er befo re let us at this 
Christmas seaso n giv e Him the su­ 
preme place in o ur affectio ns, and with 
this gift there will go time and mo ney 
and serv ice. 
2. Our gifts to Christ. 
It is hard to 
separate Go d and Christ in o ur giv ing. 
Bo th are div ine and bo th are o ne. 
“The Father and I are o ne." But their 
relatio nships to us differ, and thus we 
may speak at least o f o ffering gifts to 
each. The heart can o nly be giv en to 
the Father thro ugh tHe So n. 
Yet the 
gifts o f the wise men may suggest o ur 
gifts to Christ. 
(1) They wo rshiped 
Him. 
When they saw Christ "they i 
fell do wn and wo rshiped Him.” 
Go d 
the So n is wo rthy o f o ur wo rship as 
well as Go t! the Father. 
We sho uld | 
ho ld Him in the highest rev erence, bo w 
do wn befo re Him and giv e to Him the 
% 
best dev o tio n o f o ur minds and hearts. 
(2) “And when they o pened their treas- ! 
ures they presented unto him gifts.” 
(a) Go ld Christ needs and wants gifts o f 
mo ney. 
It is required to carry o n His 
wo rk in the wo rld, and He wants it as 
gifts. Giv ing is co nstantly emphasized I 
in the Scriptures, and we sho uld giv e I 
o f o ur mo ney to Christ. 
“Take my 
silv er and my go ld” sho uld no t o nly be 
sung, but acted upo n, in the giv ing o f 
o ur mo ney to Christ, (b) Frankincense; 
and myrrh. These were precio us o int­ 
ments o f the o rient. 
They were the 
best gifts, such as were giv en to kings. 
Such gifts sho uld teach us to giv e 
o ur best gifts to Christ. “Giv e o f yo ur 
best to the Master.” 
A small bo y 
gav e Qirist fiv e lo av es and two fisbes, 
seemingly a trifling gift. 
Yet Christ 
multiplied it and thro ugh it fed 5.090 
peo ple! 
Our gifts may seem small, 
but if they are o ur best and freely giv ­ 
en to Christ He can umkc a great use 
o f them. 
3. Our gifts to o ne ano ther Christ­ 
mas day witnesses a v ast exchange o f 
gifts. 
The tendency to day is to giv e 
mo re expensiv e gifts than are neces­ 
sary. 
Let us av o id it. 
Let us also 
no t co nfine o ur giv ing to lo v ed o nes 
aud friends, but make so me 
sifts to 
the po o r and needy. Exchange o f gifts 
is largely selfishness, but a gifl to o ne 
fro m who m we can expect no thing in 
return is the true spirit o f giv ing.
